‘CHINESE COOLIES AS MINERS,. 
neeneneeey ne 


Referring to the proposed introduction of 
Chinese into the ‘Transvaal,,M. Pitaval, a 
French engineer, explains how the Chinese 
mining coolie system works in French’ Indo- 
China, The Toaquin Coal Company three 
years ago began the exploitation of its mines at 
Haiphong with the aid of Tonquinese coolics, 
but these were not sufficient. Agents were 
therefore sent into the neighbouring Chinese 
provinces to. reéruit, and they soon bronght 
back with them a force of Chinese ccolies, whose 
Appearance was the sigual for racial conflicts, | 
which the French authorities found itdifficull to 
contol. Eventually the services of a Chinese 
headman were engaged. His duty was to deal 
with, and govern, his countrymen according 
to their awn laws, except for serious crimes 
where French justice intervened. The Chinese 
‘aon got accustomed tq working in the mit.es, 
and after a -while th:y showed such pro- 
gress and initiative that, both the output 
and wages increased generally. About 4,0co 
Chinese ‘are thas employed, ‘and they are 
80 intelligent that they rapidly become 
excellent miners. - They .are fairly sober, do 
not gimble, smoke very little opium, and their 
morals are neither better nor worse than those 
‘Fother Asiatics. They live on rice, and as 
‘this is furnished by the company, the excuse 
to leave the mines is tuken away. Their great 
fault is want. of discipline, and, as’ a ru'e, 
the only obedience ,th-y will pay is to their 
headman, The Chinese coolie,” adds 'M, 
Pitaval, “docs not seek to monopolise. the 
commerce of.the. country in which he fives, 
although ‘his commercial ‘aptitude is sost. 
fecided..' Although more steady at his work 
than the Tonquinese, the Chinaman’ neverthe-. 
‘less knocks off work fairly often, and to employ 
‘4,000 codlies you have to cotint on a population. 
of 6,000 at least, somé of them’ bringing their 
wives.’

matter entirely whether she can carry them 
out. Russia has carefully laid her plans that 
China’s undertakings with regard to Manchuria 
shall not be carried out. For a long time 
past the Tartar General at Moukden has’ 
had an unhappy time of it. Russia has 
made demands on him for men, supplies of 
all kinds, and last week a quantity of ammuni- 
tlon, leaving him with barely 25 rounds apiece 
for his men.
